It will be noted that Boston Commandery shows a net loss of 42 for the 
Templar year, reducing our membership as of September 1, 1961 to 1167, 
our lowest total since 1953. Membership in 1928 appears to have reached 
1526; in 1944 our rolls had been reduced to 776; last year our books 
showed 1209; we now have 1167 Sir Knights. Once again it should be 
stated that if current trends continue,--with the current average of 
deaths, suspensions, and dimits,--our Commandery requires some 70 or 75 
candidates each year if we are to safely sustain our position as the 
largest Commandery in New England. Fortunately we now have 9 candidates 
elected and awaiting the Orders (Schedule G). 


The 1960 results are not peculiar to our Commandery alone. Grand Com- 
mandery reports the lowest number of petitions in the last 16 years. In 
the number of total new members we ranked fourth with 33, behind Worcester 
County, Haverhill, and Berkshire, but ahead of De Molay and Coeur de 


Lion each with 29.

“Boston, on Wednesday, November 15, 1961. 


Stated Conclave of Boston Commandery, Knights Templar,

The Recorder also reported the fact that one John Joseph 
Pinto of Medford, who had been elected on November 16,1960 
to receive the orders in Boston Commandery was elected in 
September to receive the orders in De Molay Commandery, 

in violation of Grand Encampment Constitution and Statutes 
and those of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Further that no action was being taken by 
the Grand Commander despite the fact that this Companion | 
would clearly be irregularly and illegally a Knight Templar
